TH E FASHION PLATE. 


HOW WE WALK. 


The Muscles Used and the Mrclmnloal Work 
That They I»o. 
The chief muscles concerned in walk­ 
ing aro those in the calf and back of 
leg, which, by pulling up the heel, also 
pull up the bones of the foot connected 
with it, and then the whole body, the 
weight of which is passed on through 
the bones of the leg. 
When walking, 
the trunk is thrown forward so that it 
would fall down prostrate were not the 
right foot planted in time to wrnport it. 
The calf muscles arc hoipoi in this ac­ 
tion by those on the front of the trunk 
and logs, which contract and pull the 
body forward, and tho trunk, slanting 
forward when tho heel is raised by tho 
calf muscles, tho whole body will bo 
raised and pushed forward and upward. 
This ndvaucemt nt of each leg is effect­ 
ed partly by muscular action, the mus­ 
cles used being (1) those on the front of 
tho thigh, bonding it forward on the 
pelvis; (2) the hamstring mnscles, which 
slightly bend the leg on the thigh; (3? 
tho muscles on the front of tho leg. 
which raisr the front of tho foot am 
•oos, preventing the latter, in swingm* 
forward, from hitching in tho ground. 
When one 
foot has readied tin 
ground, tho action of the other has not 
ceased. There is another point in walk­ 
ing. Tho body is constantly supported 
and balanced on each leg alternately 
and thereforo on only one at oneo. Hence 
there must bo some means for throwing 
tho center of gravity over tho lino of 
support formed by the bones of each leg, 
as it supports tho weight of the body. 
This is done in various ways, and hence 
tho difference in tho walk of different 
people. There may l>e slight rotation at 
the hip joiut, bringing the center of 
gravity of tho body over tho foot of this 
Bide. This "rocking” motion of the 
trunk and thigh is accompanied by a 
movement of the wholo trunk and leg 
j over tho foot planted on the ground and 
! is accompanied by a compensating out- 
| ward movement at the hip. Tho body 
j rises and swings alternately from ono 
i side to the other as its center of gravity 
comes alternately over one or tho other 
leg, and tho curvature of the spinal 
bones is altered with tho varying posi­ 
tion of the weight.—Loudon Hospital.
